ant Wonnds, *within 'Twelve hours they recovered cheir former 
Station, and placed aCalivar againſt the faid Caſtile, callirg at 
the fame time many Bombeys into the City, by thar means ſetting 
ivon Fire indivers places, which imploying the Inhabitants and parc 
of the Garriſon (which by this time was reduced to a {mall num- 
ber) in quenching thereof ; the beſieged with leſs Moleſtation then

not only divers Souldicrs but ſome Officers of Note, but being recruited once 
more with another commanded party of Picard), again a furious Attaeque was 
made e're the breach could be repaired or Countermured, fo that again itcame 
to puſh of Pike, yet ſuch wasthe bravery of the beſieged, that. bendinding di- 
vers Pieces of Cannonthar lay as flinckers, they ſo gavled the befiegers that they 
were forced to Retreat, and as they retired fell upon a Mine, which as it is 
ſuppoſed, epcidentally rook fire, and did conſiderable Execution, but in conclu-
